"My morning brightens up," he 
said, smiling widely. "They have a 
great staff here, they're always so 
cheerful." -cr 

On a recent visit, Davenport 
and three colleagues walked into 
the store to enthusiastic greetings. 
After some chit chat and a little 
shopping, Davenport gave Stusse a 
sweet kiss on the cheek- to say 
goodbye. 

He made sure to make another 
donation before he left-. 

"I do it for the children," he 
said. "I got a big heart."

Flans for subdivision moving albn

Plans to build a subdivision on 
land known as White Tower Farms is 
progressing slowly but steadily, said 
Bob Silhan, director of planning, 
zoning and building. 

Petitioners from Residential 

Land Fund wish to build 300 single 

family homes on the 156-acre site, 

said Dennis Cortesi, the lead peti- 

, tioner. 

The process of getting the 
neighborhood done started a little 
over a year ago, with plans still in 
motion. 

The latest move in the process 
was the recent donation of 5.2 acres 
of land to the Antioch Parks and 
Recreation Department, said Laurie 
Stahl, director. The land is part of the 



acreage for the proposed subdivi- 
sion. 

Building a new neighborhood 
usually has an effect upon the park 
district 'and schools among other 
entities, Stahl said. To make up for 
this, petitioners either donate land 
or money to die affected group. 

The parks department wanted 
its land, the 5.2 acres, to be in the 
center of the potential subdivision, 
Stahl said. Rather, it is off to the side. 

"It's not ideal," she said, but it 
will do. Stahl said she just wants the 
land, which could hold a play- 
ground, to be easily accessible for 
future residents. 

The question of how to use the 
donated land comes next. Using 
suggestions from die parks depart- 
ment, engineers from Residential 
Land Fund will draw up plans for 
possible uses, Cortesi said. 



Tlie parks department's adviso- 
ry committee will approve a plan 
and send it to die planning and zon- 
ing's advisory committee, Stahl said. 
Finally, the plan will venture to die 
village board for approval. 

Cortesi said petitioners have 
approved a cash donation for die 
schools, districts 117 and 34. The 
money will be awarded when con- 
struction begins. 

But until Uien, the subdivision is 
still a plan, barely laid out in blue- 
prints. Silhan said developers still 
need to hash out a few items, such 
as figuring out how to get sewer 
service to die area and die exact 
population impact upon schools. 

A public hearing, one or several 
since Dec. 8, will be held Feb. 9, 
Silhan said.

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Stay off ice, 
area officials

Area Firefighters are warning res- 
idents with the onslaught of early 
winter weather to stay clear of the 
icy spots in lakes, channels and 
ponds. 

"It's still thin, so we're recom- 
mending that people not use it yet, 
aldiough we have had no ice rescues 
yet," said Pox Lake Fire Chief Ron 
Hoehne. 

Fox Lake, Grayslake, Lake Villa, 
Newport and Round Lake and 
Antioch fire departments have com- 
bined to buy a second airboat for ice 
rescues. One will be at Fox Lake and 
the other at Antioch Fire depart- 
ments, Hoehne said. 

"Last year, we used the airboat a 
lot," Hoehne said. 

Fox Waterway Agency, based in 
Fox Lake, which oversees the Chain 
O' Lakes, issued an advisory for 
lakes and the Fox River. "Use utmost 
care when venturing onto frozen 
waters," it states. 

When is ice safe? 

According to Wauconda Fire 
Department recommendations, 
there is no sure answer to that ques- 
tion. 

"Ice is tricky, and just because a 
lake or stream is frozen doesn't 
mean the ice is safe. The tricky thing 
about ice is that the thickness of the 
ice means very little when you are 
talking about its strength. You need 
to look at the consistency and struc- 
ture of the ice to determine its 
strength capabilities," said Lt. Mike 
Wahl ofWauconda Fire Department. 

Some suggestions from fire 
departmemsranrt how to 1 handle icy 
situations: 

Uniform crystal clear ice is the 
safest type of ice; 

Generally speaking, new ice is 
much stronger* than old ice. Ice . 
formed by the direct freezing of the 
water of a lake or stream will be 
stronger than ice formed by melting 
snow, refrozen ice, or ice made by 
water that: bubbled up through 
cracks and froze on the surface. A 
few inches of new ice may be strong 
enough to support you, while a foot 
or more of the old "rotten" ice may 
not be. 

Snow on the ice will insulate 
slowing down the ice-forming 
process. The additional weight of 
the snow can also decrease the 
weight-bearing capacity of the ice. 

Ice can be several inches thick in 
one spot yet only an inch thick near- 

by. 

Call 911, tell the emergency 
operator that someone has fallen 
through the ice and the location of 
the accident. Do not go onto the ice 
and attempt a rescue.

"We're operating right now under the premise 
that injuries received during the accident 
were fatal," Carey said. As of Tuesday after- 
noon, the crash was still being looked into. 
"We have an ongoing investigation and we 
want to be careful not to draw any conclu- 
sions," he explained. 

Kettman was the front passenger in a 1994 
Nissan van that was traveling south on Route 
45. A 1999 Cadillac going east on Peterson 
Road struck the van. Both the van's driver, 41- 
year-old John Kettman and and their 12-year- 
old daughter were injured in the crash and 
taken to Condell Medical Center. They were 
both released. A dog was also in the vehicle 
and was uninjured. 

Carey said the driver of the Cadillac, 69- 
year-old Daniel Pacewicz of Fox Lake, appar- 
ently ran a red light. He was also taken to 
■Condell and released. Police issued citations 
for no proof of insurance, disobeying a traffic 
control device, no proof of insurance, trans- 
portation or possession of alcoholic liquor in a 
motor vehicle and failure to reduce speed to 
avoid a collision. Police said the man had two 
nearly-empty, open cans of alcohol in his car 
but they do not believe he was under the influ- 
ence of alcohol at the time of the accident. 
"Two of my officers checked him very careful- 
ly at the scene," he said. The paramedics also 
checked him. Carey said there was no sign of 
impairment or smell of alcohol on the man's 
breath, but he was not given a breathalyzer 
test. Additional charges may be made, police 
said. 

A certified traffic accident rcconstruction- 
ist at the Libertyville Police , Department is 
working on the case, Carey said. He also said 
neither vehicle is drivable and both are cur- 
rently in police custody until the investigation 
is complete. No damage estimate was given on 
either vehicle. 

According to Carey, accidents have not 
been common in the area in recent years. "It's 
not a very high-accident intersection" because 
there is high visibility, he said. The speed limit 
on Person Road is 40 MPH and is 45 MPH on 
Route 45. Southbound traffic on Route 45 was 
diverted for about 30 minutes following the 
accident.

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Humans have always looked to the heavens to measure 
time, but how it is done has varied among cultures and 
civilizations. As we celebrate the new year using the 
Western calendar, here is a brief look at how otherpeoples, 
ancient and modem, determine a new year and the passage of time. 

The Mayan Calendar 

Tliis ancient Meso-American civilization viewed time'as cyclical, 
said JefT Stomper, dean of the department of social sciences at the 
College of Lake County. The Mayas lived off of three calendars. The 
first calendar, the Tzolkin, had a combination of 13 months and 20 
day names, making it a 260-day calendar. This was used to measure 
shorter events, such as when to harvest crops. The second calendar, 
Stomper said, contained 365 days, split into 18 months and 20 days. 
This calendar was used to measure longer periods of time. 
The third calendar, dubbed the long count, gauged creation and 
destruction periods. It had cycles of 20 days that built upon each 
other. At the end of the era, which would be roughy 5,200 years, the 
world ended. The Mayas believed that the current era we live in 
started around 31 14 B.C. and will end around 2012 B.C. "It's not quite 
a bad thing, though," Stomper said. "Nothing terrible happens, life 
just goes on." Mayan celebrations of important dates along these 
timelines were elaborate affairs. Sexual abstinence would be main- 
tained days before and after a ceremony, and the ceremonies them- 
selves involved bloodletting, a very important part of Mayan culture. 
Men would cut themselves with an obsidian knife or a stingray spine 
and let the blood drip onto a piece of paper lying in a bowl. Women 
would drag a string of thorns across their tongues and let the blood 
fall onto the paper. The paper-was then burned and the smoke was a 
direct communication with the gods. 

The Druids 

The Druids were a class of Celtic people whp lived in Britain, 
Scotland and surrounding areas. For them, the new year began on 
Nov. l;Time was measured through the cycles of the moon. 

Each month began with a f ull m oon, and the months were divid- 
ed into fortnights, two week periods. A dark fortnight followed a" 
bright fortnight Months were roughly 30 days and years were usual- 
ly 12 months. 

The Druids made up for the difference in time it took for the 
moon and sun to orbit the earth by adding an extra month every 
third year. Only winter and summer were recognized, and Nov. 1 was 
seen as the beginning of the "dark period" because that was the time 
of year when the weather turned cold and the ground froze. This 
time was also called Samhain. 

Samhain, when the constellation Pleiades rose in the sky, was one 
of the Druids' most significant celebrations. It marked the end of sum- 
mer, and the movement of the constellation showcased the truimph of 
night over day. On Samhain Eye a festival, the Feast of the Dead, unit- 
ed the past, present and future. Spirits of the dead and those of the , 
unborn walked the Earth. The Druids believed that the spirit lived in the head, so if the head of an enemy killed in battle was displayed, that enemy's sptnt could not harm them during Samhain. 

The Chinese 

The Chinese use both a lunar and solar calendar. The lunar calendar is based upon the cycle of the moon, which lasts roughly 29.5 days. The New Year, beginning either late January or early 
February, is the most important Chinese celebration. The first day starts with a new moon and the 15th day lands on a full moon. The last day of the New Year is called the Lantern Festival, and is 
held at night. Lantern-tit parades fill the streets, and ornate lantern displays flare in the dark. ; p r~ u *i 

The Chinese year holds 12 months/each month named for a different animal. One legend tells that Buddha once invited all the animals of the world to his side, but only 12 came, lo honor tliose 
in attendance, he granted each animal a month; rat, ox, tiger, hare, dragon, snake, horse, sheep, monkey, rooster, dog and pig. . , , , i i .u i 

The Chinese solar calendar is split into 24 parts based on the longitude of the sun in the sky. The solar calendar cycles every 60 years. However, the lunar calendar is 1 1 days snorter man me solar 
calendar. To reconcile die difference an extra month is inserted once every few years, or seven years out of a 19-year cycle. This is similar to the Western calendar's leap year. It is this difference 
between the lunar and solar calendars that die Chinese New Year falls on a different date each year.

Chef Ben Smith lias found popular acclaim since 1998 since he 
opened Tsunami, his Pacific Rim-inspired restaurant in his native 
Memphis. He drew upon his culinary experiences in San Francisco and 
the South Pacific. 

Now Smith shares his food know-how in "The Tsunami Restaurant 
Cookbook" (Pelican). Readers will find more than 150 usable recipes, 
from scallop cervichc to Asian chicken salad with sesame dressing to a 
mellow avocado ice cream. 

His "Gorgonzola and Walnut Crusted Salmon with Tomato-herb 
Vinaigrette," an appealing main course dish, is well worth trying.

In an electric mixer with the paddle attachment, cream together the cheese and butter until 
smooth. Fold in the walnuts with a rubber spatula until well incorporated. 

Season the salmon fillets on one side with kosher salt, then place them, snlted side down, in 
a preheated saute pan that has been lightly oiled with olive oil. Cook the salmon until it begins 
to brown on one side, and then turn over. Itemove the fish to a baking pan. Top each portion of 
salmon with about 2 Ibl. Gorgonzola and walnut lopping ami spread it evenly. Place in a pre- 
heated 4 00 -degree oven for about 8 minutes or until the cnist begins to brown. 

Core the tomatoes and cut an X in the bottom end of each, just deep enough to pierce the 
skin. Plunge the tomatoes in boiling water for 10 seconds to loosen the skin, then "shock" them 
in ice water until cool enough to handle. Starting at the X, peel the skin off using a paring knife. 
Cut the tomatoes in half through the equator and gently squeeze the seeds out. Coarsely chop 
the tomatoes and put them into a blender along with the basil, shallot, lemon juice and vinegar. 
Puree until smooth and remove to a stainless-steel bowl. Whisk in the olive oil by hand. (If you 
puree the olive oil with the other ingredients, the vinaigrette will incorporate too much air and 
the color will turn lighter.) Season with sail and pepper. 

Line each of 6 plates with the room- temp era lure vinaigrette. Top with the 6 fillets of salmon, 
garnish with a basil leaf iryou tike, and serve immediately.

If you're looking to add flair to your 
winter fare or want a new flavor for cold- 
weather special occasions, consider this 
menu tip: Hearty pot roast can provide a 
welcome alternative from traditional turkey 
or ham. Italian chef, cookbook audior and 
television host Nick Stellino offers this 
recipe: 

Pol Roast with Marcala 
(Agglasso di Marsala) 

Serves 4-6 
3L2 pounds boneless 

beef pot roast, tied 
4 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon pepper 

3 tablespoons all-purpose flour

In a large nonstick pan, heat the 
Pompeian Extra Light Tasting Olive Oil over 
high heat for 2 to 3 minutes, until very hot 
Add beef roast and brown well on all sides.

Bring sauce 
to a boil, and then lower heat to medium- 
high and cook, stirring well, for 30 minutes, 
or longer if you prefer a thicker sauce. 

Slice the roast and gently reheat slices 
in sauce over medium-low heat. Serve, 
lopped with some of the sauce, on a large 
platter. Serve the extra sauce on the side. 

Optional: 

To complete the sauce, add the cheese, 
stirring well until it has completely melted, 
into the sauce.

Research on pollen grains preserved in the 
bog indicates tliat the lake began filling with vegeta- 
tion approximately 6,000 years ago. A floating mat, 
comisting primarily of sphagnum moss formed 
around die outside edges among the cattails and 
sedges.

A new state law regulating tattoo 
parlors is poised to leave an indeli- 
ble mark on some area teens. 

Despite Gov. Rod Blagojevich's 
veto last summer on the grounds 
that 18-year-olds don't have the 
proper judgment to make such a- 
permanent decision, sponsoring 
State Itep. Jerry Mitchell (R-Rock 
Falls), pusher^ to override the govern 
nor's veto and the law went into 
effect onjan.jl. 

The legal age for getting a tattoo 
has dropped from 21 to 18 — music 
to the pierced ears of the ink artists 
at Bustos Tattos on Cedar Lake Road 
in Round Lake Beach.

Juvenile offenders to be listed 



B y Kate Thayer and Nate Leg uc 

kthayer@mvne\vsgmttp,com 

nlegite@nwnewsgivup.c6m 

A statewide registry provides the 

public with the identity of sex 

offenders, but some never make it to 

the list, juveniles. 

The state allows youths who 
commit sex crimes to avoid being 
included on the Illinois State Police 
list, but starting in 2006, that will 
change. 



A new law that takes effect 
Sunday requires juvenile sex offend- 
ers to register within 10 days of their 
17th birthdays, when they legally are 
considered adults. Like the proce- 
dure for adults, a judge would deter- 
mine how long they would have to 
remain on the registry, but the mini- 
mum would be 10 years. But the law 
is not retroactive, allowing past juve- 
nile offenders to remain unlisted, 
regardless of their current age. The 
change drew criticism from a civil- 



liberties group, but it passed the 
General Assembly earlier this year 
with unanimous votes in both hous- 
es. 

Ed Yohnka, Illinois spokesman 
for the American Civil Liberties 
Union, said his group objected to 
the new law. 

"One of the things at the core of 
the juvenile-justice system is the 
capability of rehabilitation," he said.

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Loans designed to help businesses adversely affected by 
the terrorist attacks on Sept. 1 1, 2001 often went to recipi- 
ents who were unqualified, according to the results of an 
audit by the Small Business Administration's inspector 
general. 

The troubling findings reveal little oversight in a program 
meant to help people whose lives were devastated by the attacks. 
Instead of loans going to help rebuild shattered lives and busi- 
nesses, money went to places such as a Virgin Islands perfume 
shop, a South Dakota radio station, a Utah dog boutique and 
more than 100 Dunkin' Donuts and Subway sandwich shops. 

In all, the audit found that 05 percent of the time lenders did 
not document that recipients were actually hurt by the terrorists' 
attacks, 

Whenever disaster strikes there is often an immediate out- 
pouring of aid. Millions of dollars are donated. Charitable organi- 
zations mobilize and make their services available. And the gov- 
ernment, too, comes through with aid and relief programs. 

But collecting the money and creating the relief programs are 
really the easy part. Making sure money goes to those who need it 
is the hard, yet essential, part of the equation. The government 
can authorize billions of dollars in aid, as has been done since 
Hurricane Katrina destroyed much of New Orleans. However, 
without proper oversight, such aid will do little good. 

When disaster money is mishandled, the impact is twofold. 
First, people who need help do not get it. Second, those who gave 
are less inclined to give again fearing their money will be wasted. 

In this case, the problem had to do with a government pro- 
gram and not donated dollars. Still the message is clear, proper 
oversight is essential in any disaster relief effort. Approving bil- 
lions of dollars and creating aid programs are not enough. There 
needs to be follow through, 

The good news is that the Small Business Administration 
report came out when it did. 

We hope that government officials take a long, hard, look at 
what went wrong with its loan program and learn from it. 
Otherwise in a year we will likely read about how money ear- 
marked for Katrina relief was misappropriated and mishandled. 
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Focus should be on needs of community 

It's unfortunate, especially during the holiday season, that 
Antioch and Fox Lake are embroiled in heated turmoil and continue 
to attack each other in frivolous bouts of political adolescence. • 

It's no particular surprise to me concerning the discontent fell 
by Fox Lake in feeling left out by Antioch's solo sponsorship of the 
upcoming fishing tournament. The alliance between the two vil- 
lages earlier on in the Professional Walleye Trail (PWT) tournament 
brought about similar disparaged overtones. Though the general 
public was informed on how smoothly the planning and staging of 
the event evolved, comparable nonsense such as is now apparent, 
occurred behind the scenes throughout the year-long promotion of 
the project. 

As a member of the Antioch/Fox Lake PWT Committee, my role 
was to cover the event from the inception of the planning, to the 
tournament conclusion in a series of articles for the Fox Lake 
Chamber of Commerce Newsletter and web site. 

Attending various meetings and press conferences allowed me 
to experience true, small town politics in action. It took very little 
insight to realize that this was hardly about fishing tournaments, or 
for the benefit of the surrounding communities as reported. It was 
barely geared for any purpose other than political positioning. 

Their combined energies could, at this point, be much more 
well-spent in putting their efforts in the true light of serving the 
communities. I assume that this premise should be their main 
focus, and is the absolute reason for their existence in the first 
place. 

The idea that Antioch now needs to spend $25,000 to have a 
marketing firm build up their image and promote interest in their 
town, seems a little pointless, if they can't even look past their own 
selfish needs and avoid petty squabbles with neighboring towns. 
The funds allocated to perform their facelift could be amicably uti- 
lized to boost their integrity through various other means, such as 
social service and behavioral training. They certainly have lost sight 
of basic human interaction, common sense, and manners only well 
behaved children now seem to possess.

"Consumer Confidence 
The Consumer Confidence 
Index has risen from 98.3 in 
November to a feverish 103.6 in 
December after a September plum- 
met due to the financial aftermath 
of Hurricane Katrina. 

What this means is that ana- 
lysts expect people to spend more 
money in 2006. 1 don't know where 
these analysts live but 1 don't think 
they're from the Midwest. 

Chicagoland has traditionally 
been heavily dependent on the 
manufacturing and more recently 
the construction sectors for job 
growth. Even with a projected 
shortage in the skilled labor pool, 
all indicators point to a lukewarm 
job market: "The new year will be 
good, but not spectacular for job 
growth and not a lot of change 
from 2005," says Rick Mattoon, sen- 
ior economist for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Chicago. 

The dim job market coupled 
with soaring fuel and, in the near 
future, higher electricity costs will 
find lllinoisans not buying much of 
anything. 

Illinois voters have a perfect 
opportunity to change that in 2006 
in die form of newly elected or re- 
elected stewards of the state's 
resources.

Jeff Schoenberg, 
D-Evanston and Kirk Dillard, R- 
Hinsdale, is courting venture capi- 
talists with a $50 million 
Technology Development fund 
recently saying to the Illinois 
Venture Capitalists Association.

As a counterpoint, Blagojevich,

The board has not indicated a 
desire to take the issue to a third 
referendum to ask for more tax- 
payer funds and so we anxiously 
await the council's plan to pay for 
that new jewel we have our eye on. 



Every so often we get good 
news about a bad topic: the num- 
ber of abortions in Illinois hit a 30- 
year low in 2004. Human nature 
shows us that, unlike blame, credit 
is hoarded by the supporters of 
each side of a cause, each feeling 
vindicated by the result. 

Is it that the pro-life movement 
has finally gotten their message of 
respect and abstinence across to 
our sex-obsessed culture or is it 
that the pro-choice camp has been 
successful in getting more reliable 
contraceptives and morning-after 
pills into those same hands? Does it 
matter? 

Locally, though, each camp 
might want to take a look at the 
footnote in our northern Illinois 
neighborhood. Here, McHenry, 
Kane and Will counties have experi- 
enced increases in abortions from

Once you get to 
know us you will be surprised at what we 
can do. In fact, many of us can do things 
one would never think pos'sible.

We would all be 
treated like people with feelings despite 
how we act or look.

Letter to Rumsfeld 

As the nation and as states like Illinois initi- 
ate new efforts to put an end to human traf- 
ficking, 1 was particularly troubled by the U.S. 
Defense Department's apparent inaction on a 
new policy that would ensure that contractors 
are not engaging in or supporting the very 
activities we are trying to eliminate. 

Every year, an estimated 14,000 to 17,500 
people are trafficked into the United States. 
Human trafficking is tied with the illegal arms 
industry as the second largest criminal indus- 
try in the world today. 

Here in Illinois, we are taking a serious and 
aggressive approach to ending human traffick- 
ing and forced labor. On Jan. 1, the new 
Trafficking of Persons and Involuntary 
Servitude Act goes into effect, creating harsh 
felony penalties for anyone responsible for 
involuntary servitude, sexual servitude of a 
minor or human trafficking for forced labor 
and services. In addition, we are the first state 



to work with the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services on building a coalition that 
will train Jthousands of police officers, social 
workers and citizens to identify the victims of 
this modem form of slavery, and offer assistance 
so that victims can regain their freedom. 

It is time for our foreign policy on human- 
trafficking to reflect these same values. Three 
years ago, President Bush declared a "zero tol- 
erance" policy for human trafficking, and two 
years ago, Congress also adopted that stance. 
Unfortunately, the Pentagon has yet to adopt a 
policy banning human trafficking, and has 
" stalled on a proposal banning defense contrac- 
tors from using forced labor. It is time for the 
Pentagon to take aggressive action against 
these deplorable crimes and protect basic 
human rights within our borders and overseas. 

The time to act is now. I urge the Pentagon 
to adopt a "zero-tolerance" policy for human 
trafficking.

just before 6 p.m. Central Standard Time, 
the world's clock read something like diis: 
5:59:59 ... 5:59:60 ... 6:00:00. 

Chester said the leap second was crucial 
for scientists, military members, and anyone 
else who relies on lime-sensitive satellites that 
power cell phones, the Internet or global- 
positioning systems, 

"In one nanosecond, a photon of light 
travels approximately 1 foot," Chester said. "If 
you have a clock in error by one millisecond, 
your possible error could be off by 186 miles." 

So why the leap second? Ever so slowly, 
die eardi is slowing down, Chester said, so 
occasionally a second must be added to meas- 
ure its full rotation. 

From 1972 to 1990, 22 seconds were 
added to die atomic clock under the guidance 
of the International Bureau of Weights and 
Measures in Paris. But for reasons unknown, 
Earth is not slowing down as much as it used 
to, which is why time has marched unchanged 
since 1990. 

"If you come up with the answer, you'll 
probably win the Nobel Prize for physics," 
Chester said. "Something caused the rotation 
of the earth to decelerate at a slower rate." 

It is enough to make anyone's inner 
"12:00" blink. But deciding what to do widi 
that extra second is not so difficult.

"That notion is completely out the window. 
They're always going to be on a list and carry 
that with them." 

Since die genesis of state sex-offender reg- 
istries, the ACLU has taken issue with such list- 
ings, citing privacy issues and claiming that 
the list is too general. 

"We're making blanket assertions without 
any process of making individual determina- 
tions," Yolmka said. 

"We have to be careful of where we find 
balance [between civil liberties and safetyl," 
Yohnka said. "The only solution we have at our 
disposal is adding people to a list when we 



ought to be thinking about other solutions." 

State Rep. Jack Franks, D-Woodstock, who 
helped pass the law, disagreed. The legislator 
supports lifelong supervision of sex offenders 
because of the nature of their crimes. 

"This is a unique crime," Franks said. "The 
recidivism rate for sex offenders is extraordi- 
narily high. These people cannot be rehabili- 
tated. We have to protect society from them." 
Local police are responsible for making 
sure that sex offenders follow certain criteria, 
such as reporting all address changes to 
authorities within 10 days, and not living with- 
in a certain distance of parks or schools.

As the basketball season rages on in 
the Lake County area, experiences 
for a lifetime are created each and 
every, week in countless gyms. Yet, 
judging by the attendance numbers, the 
girls don't amass the same caliber of memo- 
ries as their male classmates do. 

Despite the state tournament atten- 
dance numbers, many girls players and 
coaches do not feel threatened by the gap. 
Round Lake girls basketball coach Gary Edge 
has had a lot of experience working with 
girls, after all, he's been coaching the team 
for more than two decades. While the veter- 
an coach does acknowledge there is a prob- 
lem with attendance at girls basketball 
games, Edge thinks it may be indicative of a 
larger problem. 

"I don't know if it's so much of a girls ver- 
sus boys thing or if it's an overall attendance 
issue for high school sports in general," Edge 
said. "When I first started coaching, any 
game on a Friday night brought out the 
whole town to the gym. Now you might get 
good attendance for some of the bigger 
games with some of the better-known 
teams, but the average game does not draw 
nearly as many people as it used to." 

Carmel coach John Halloran is more 
grateful for the attention his team does 
receive. Like Edge, Halloran said that the 
general rule in sports is the bigger the game, 
the bigger the crowd. 

"Last season, we had a lot of support 
when we went deep into the tournament," 
Halloran said. "In big games, you can expect

a big crowd and I think that's the same 
across the board for both girls and boys 
games." 

The players observe more of a problem 
than the coaches do but like Halloran, are 
simply glad to see faces in the stands during 
games. Star Mundelein guard Shara Swager 
said that girls basketball has lagged behind 
the male game despite an ever-improving 
level of play amongst the female competi- 
tion. 

"It's really difficult to attract fans to our 
games for some reason," Swager said. "We 
all try to ask our friends and family to come, 
but we can't force them to come. I think that 
as time goes on, though, we will attract more

fans. In the past few years, the competition 
level has gone up in women's basketball and 
that should bring in more people," 

Warren center Sarah Boothe has only 
been tearing up the Lake County courts 
since her freshman year last season, but has 
also noticed the difference. The Blue Devils 
have put together one of the most powerful 
programs in the area and is one of the 
biggest draws attendance-wise in the female 
arena. However, the girls still don't stack up 
well witit the boys. 

"We get a lot of fans out for our games, 
but it's not anything compared to what the 
boys team gets for every game," Boothe said. 
''When we have big games, we can pack the 
gym, but for normal games, it's not quite as 
crowded." 

Swager is even able to find some good in 
the perceived lack of attention her team 
receives when compared to her male 
Mustang counterparts. After all, attendance 
numbers don't win games and all players 



would rather have a win at the end of the 
night. 

"I think the good part of it is that when 
you don't have a lot of fans, there's noi as 
much pressure on you," Swager said. "We 
kind of like the fact that we're underground 
because we know that when we do have fans 
or do have a lot of attention, we know that 
it's a big thing and there's a bigger shock 
value from the other teams because they 
didn't know what to expect." 

Whether or not the players and coaches 
believe the attendance gap is a problem 
between the sexes or a problem with the 
amount of entertainment out there these 
days, teams are taking steps in order to draw 
more fans into area gyms. Illinois is ahead of 
the curve in scheduling girls games. They 
arc scheduled on Friday and Saturday nights 
- dates traditionally reserved to only the 
boys game. Some schools have also sched- 
uled the girls and boys varsity games back to 
back so both teams enjoy big crowds. 

"At certain times, we've (Round Lake 
Panthers) have been well supported by the 
students and fans, but we trying different 
tiling to get people in our gym," Edge said. 
"Last year, we played our game before the 
boys team did and I think that got a lot of 
fans for us, but a game between us and 
Antioch or Wauconda or some of the other 
schools just isn't going to draw the same 
amount of fans as a big game between two 
big schools like Warren or Libertyville will. 
We're trying to get the fans in here, but 1 
think all coaches are faced with the same 
thing."

Jeff Zgonina, a Miami Dolphin defensive 
tackle and former Carmel Corsair, was recent- 
ly inducted into the East Suburban Gitliolic 
Conference Hall of Fame. Zgonina played 
under former Carmel coaches Jim Rejc and 
Mike Fitzgibbons from 19B4 to 1987. 

Fitzgibbons, who coached Zgonina in his 
first year at the helm of the program in 198G, 
said diat he was proud to see his former play- 
er gain such recognition. What struck the for- 
mer Corsair coach the most about the player 
was the resilience he displayed as a player- a 
skill he still has to this day. 

"That's tremendous, it's a great thing, when 
you get into a hall of fame, it's great for die 
school, and everyone he's ever worked with," 
Fitzgibbons said. "He's accomplished so much, 
I recently heard that he's now the fifth oldest 
player in the league. Whose career lasts 13 years 
in the NFL these days? It's great for everybody, 
his work ethic has got to be remarkable." 



Zgonina played for the Carmel Corsairs, 
earning All-Chicago, All-Catholic League, all- 
county and all-state honors before graduat- 
ing. The lineman wasn't just a Corsair on the 
football field as he also lettered in basketball, 
hockey and track in his prep career. 

Fitzgibbons said that as soon as he took 
over die program as die football coach, he 
knew that Zgonina would be a special piece in 
die puzzle both because of his work etchic 
and die physical attributes. 

"He tested right when I came in my first year 
and there's a camp before his senior season 
where he tested at 240 pounds and had a 37-inch 
vertical," Fitzgibbons said. "That's amazing for a 
kid that size, that was die end of my first year and 
I never coached anybody like Uiat again." 

After graduating from Carmel, he was a 
standout with die Purdue Boilermakers as a 4- 
year starter for die team from 1989 to 1992. In 
his senior season, Zgonina was named as die 
Big Ten Defensive Player of the Year and set a 
school career record widi 75 tackles for a loss

during his college career. 

However, his accomplishments do not end 
on die turf as he is also credited wiUi starting the 
Gentle Giants program for the Lafayette, Ind. 
community. The program has Purdue football 
players assist area elementary schools by read- 
ing to students and helping diem in class. 

In his pro career, he was a sevendi-round 
draft choice by the Pittsburgh Steelers and has 
played for die Carolina Panthers, Atlanta 
Falcons, St. Louis Rams until finally reaching 
his current home with die Miami Dolphins. 
Zgonina is a 13-year veteran of the league and 
even has two Super Bowls under his belt, even 
winning a ring with die Rams in 2000. 

Whether it's the ESCC Hall of Fame or any 
other hail, the former coach will always be 
proud of his tackle. 

"He's a great guy, very friendly, very per- 
sonable, just a very good guy all around," 
Fitzgibbons said. "It's quite an honor to know 
diat I've had some part in coaching such a 
great player and a great man."

ly had a lot of contributions from kids off the 
bench," Halloran said. "Those kids don't 
always play a lot, but we need them to be a 
successful team.. We play so hard on defense 
that some of the kids get tired and when 
they need a rest, we need the kids off the 
bench to contribute and they did." 

Of course, offense is only one part of a 
good basketball game and the veteran coach 
is making sure his, team learns his tricks.

While the team has learned to dissect 
losses and find some good in the bad, wins 
are always the goal in competition and 
Halloran's team has not completely forgot- 
ten how to get in the winner's circle. 

"When you're young and you're learn- 
ing, every win is so important, because it 
gets the kids working hard and it keeps them 
believing," Halloran said. "It's tough to play 
when you're getting hammered game after 
game." 

The Corsairs might not be able to turn in 
a sparkling 20-win season again in 2006, but 
make no mistake, Halloran and his team is 
going to make sure there will be a lot to look 
forward to for Carmel fans for years to come.

uccess is what everyone strives for In athletics, but 
the only problem is that when a competitor begins to 
i win, success becomes mandatory and the pressure of 
winning becomes worse than the pain of losing.
